Following are the Routine supplies that are generally considered necessary
for the nurse to have when visiting any patient. This list is not necessarily
all-inclusive but the most common items. In general these items would not

be reimbursable for a particular patient.

Routine supplies- are supplies that are customarily used in small quantities during the
usual course of most home visits. These supplies are included in the administrative cost
per visit of home health care services and are not reimbursable by Medicaid. Additional
considered routine supplies are: Diaper, Brief or Chux used in the course of a visit, and
Stethoscope, Blood pressure cuff.

Non-Routine supplies- are supplies that are needed to treat a patient’s specific illness

or injury in accordance with the physician’s plan of care. These items are required to be
Prior Authorized by the QIO to be reimbursable by Medicaid.
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
